All Is Well and Critics 
Are Wro ng 


New York, Oct. 20 UP)—Presi­ 
dent T ru m an’s criticism of Gen. 
Dwight D. Eisenhower on immi­ 
gration p olicies was whip p ing up 
a swelling controversy today over 
racial and religious issues. 
Some Rep ublican p arty leaders, 
a leading Jewish rabbi and finan- , 
cier Bernard Baruch lined up on j 
Eisenhower’s side while a Demo-1 
cratic congressman and at least 
one other Jewish leader sp oke out 
for Trum an. 
The controversy sp rang up aft­ 
er a Trum an statem ent Friday | 
that Eisenhower “is wiling to ac­ 
cep t the very p ractices that iden­ 
tify the so-called ‘m aster race’.” 
Eisenhower, 
the 
Rep ublican 
p residential nominee, has not yet 
rep lied to T ru m an’s statem ent. 
However, the general’s headqu ar­ 
ters here believe he will p ick it 
up on a New England camp aign 
trip he is starting today.

With Big g est Fa nfa re;Fig uresAre Sug g ested

W ashington. Oct. 20 </P)—The 
costliest

cam ­ 
p aigns is winding up with thc 
biggest sp lurge in history. 
Between now and Nov. 4 Re­ 
p ublicans and Democrats — and 
the 
organizations 
sup p orting 
them —will bombard us voters by 
eye and by ear. using television, 
radio and literatu re. 
Each side will argue its case 
until the last minute. 
On Nov. 3. the Democratic N a­ 
tional Committee will take over 
all radio and TV networks from 
10:30 p . m. until 11 p . m. (EST). 
Then the Rep ublicans move in 
for their last licks The Citizens 
for Eisenhow'er Committee will 
have all radio-TV networks from 
11 p. m. until midnight (EST). 
You’ll get some idea of the tre­ 
mendous costs from this: 
More than a million dollars 
have been or will be sp ent on 


national radio and television p ro­ 
gram s alone for the last three 
weeks of the camp aign. 
Starting at the middle of lq^t 
week, the final three weeks on 
the networks line up like this: 
Program s boosting Stevenson: 
12% hours of radio time, l l l i 
hours of TV. 
Program s boosting Eisenhower: 
4% hours of radio time, and also 
4% hours of TV. 
If the p arties or other sp onsor­ 
ing organizations p ay the listed 
rates ($ 24,000 an hour for radio, 
$ 50,000 an hour for TV), this 
would cost Stevenson sup p orters 
about $ 869,000 and Eisenhowet* 
backers around $ 351,000. 
Network officials say they 
qx- 
p ect more time will be p urchased. 
And they p oint out that their 
figures do not include sp ot an­ 
nouncements or p rograms carried 
by single stations or by state 
networks. 
So the figures would exclude 


the costs of a Rep ublican p lan to 
use sp ot radio and TV announce- 
. ments in 12 key states. 
Democrats have called this an 
air blitz that would cost two 
million dollars. 
W alter Williams, co-chairman 
of fcthc Citizens for Eisenhower 
1 Committee, rep lied that the ad 
agency which drew up the p lan 
recommended a two-million dollar 
camp aign.

Turns on Bitter Criticism 
Eisenhower turned bitter criti­ 
cism against the Democrats in 
Bridgeport, Conn., where he said 


I there had been charges his elec­ 
tion would mean another depres­ 
sion. that he could cut taxes for 
management but not for workers, 
and abolish unions. 
He term ed these charges lies 
and said: 
’T he opposition has resorted to 
the most fantastic lies and distor­ 
tions." 
Earlier at Stamford, he had 
promised that “every single bit of 
strength" in the nation would be 
mustered against another depres­ 
sion.

Resid en ce in the Un ited States lor on e born in 
this coun try is A right; for an alien , it is a privilege. 
Those born in the Un ited States are citizen s by 
Con stitution al provision ; those who are n aturalized 
are gran ted a courtesy an d a privilege. There seems 
to be a ten d en cy for some alien s to assume that 
they have rights about livin g in this coun try, in ­ 
terferin g in its affairs an d becomin g n aturalized . 
They also imagin e that on ce they receive their 
“citizen ship papers,” they are all set an d have n o 
fu rther obligation to our coun try. It is all take an d 
n o give. They fail to realize that citizen ship can be 
revoked as well as gran ted . 
, 
Attorn ey Gen eral James McGran ery has raised 
two issues: on e, th at the citizen ship of un d esirable 
person s should be revoked an d , two, that such 
person s as Charlie Chaplin , havin g left this coun ­ 
try, must justify their d esire to retu rn to it. 
The privilege of bein g an American is so valuable 
that the alien who abuses it ought to be relieved 
of it. In the m atter of Fran k Costello or Mrs. Earl 
Browd er, Attorn ey Gen eral McGran ery is correct 
that the privilege has been abused . As a m atter ot 
fact, the cost of imprison men t of alien gan gsters 
an d subversives ought n ot to be charged to the 
taxpayer: these people ought to be sen t where they 
came from, or if their n ative govern men ts reject 
them, they ought to be put on an islan d in the 
Berin g Set *o gaze upon Soviet Russia where hooli­ 
gan ism an d subversion are han d led summarily. 
Thousan d s of person s, ord ered d eported by our 
courts or by d epartm en ts of govern men t, remain in 
this coun try, free to d o an ythin g they choose, in ­ 
clud in g the commission of crimes on accoun t ot 
w hich they were ord ered d eported , because n o other 
govern men t will accept them. This is an in efficien t 
an d it would seem, even a stupid way of han d lin g 
such un d esirables. If ord ered d eported , they should

Actually, the d eportee can laugh at our laws an d 
our courts, because, in such m atters, there are n o 
mean s available to en force the law. 
As regard s Charlie Chaplin , he has lived here for 
about 40 years, growin g rich as a clown in the 
movies He n ^ver became a citizen , which is his 
right but he in terfered in cu r political life, usually 
on the wron g sid e. His reason lor bein g on the 
wron g sid e is that he claims that he is an in ter­ 
n ation alist an d abhors n ation alism, which is like 
sayin g on e is for Stalin ’s kin d cf peace while our 
bovs are bein g killed in Korea.

Young Lindbergh was part of an expedi­ 
tion sponsored by Columbia Universtv, the 
Office of Naval Research, the Navy’s Bureau 
of Ships and the Woods Hole Oceanographic 
Institution. Under the direction of Dr. W.

The emo­ 
tional headache is real enough, but the patient 
must be convinced that the cause is not an organic 
ailment which means exhaustive study. Special eye 
tests, x-rays of sinuses, metabolism rate tests, 
“serve the double purpose of ruling out obscure 
disease and of convincing the patient that th^ in­ 
vestigation has been complete.”
